Suffice it to say that the proposal has 
received almost universal commenda­ 
tion, all the local papers supporting 
if, and property owners and business 
men, almost without exception, and 
the vote seems likely* to be heavy in its 
favor.

She refused and 
the artist lover g rew frantic. “ If you don't 
marry me i will kill myself!” he said. 
She 
was obdurate, und the artist stepped out to 
the sidewalk, and, presenting a pistol a t his 
head, killed himself before the eyes of the 
woman who had rejected him.

Boeckh. a slig htly built young man. when 
arraig ned before the m ag istrate, frankly ad­ 
mitted sending the challeng e, and also tliut 
he would have shot Villard it he had g ot the 
chance. He smiled all throug h the proceed­ 
ing s and conveyed the impression th a t he 
was derang ed. Boeckh was committed to 
jail to await the action of the g rand jury, 
lie said he had a reason for sending the 
challeng e, but lie would not divulg e it. 
There is a rumor th a t when Villard was in 
Germany a few years ag o he was the g uest 
of Boeckh's parents, and Boeckh’s father is 
said to have g iven Villard $ 10,000 to carry 
to the young man. This story does not re­ 
ceive much credence. 
Mrs. Mary Jenkins of New York is the 
wife of Georg e Jenkins, a colored poster on 
a Pullman palace car, running from Jersey 
City to Chicag o. She employes Annie Dale, 
a white g irl, us a servant.

Police Officers White and Vance attem pted 
to break up a drunken carousal a t North­ 
ampton, Mass.

Th e rapid-fire pun is an American inven­ 
tion,’h ough it is in use ;n all th e navies of 
th e world for secondary ba’tsrieo.

who are said to have valuable p at­ 
ents and who will go in on so large a 
scale as to threaten to revolutionize 
the entire trade of the W estern and 
N orthw estern country in the particu­ 
lar line of domestic articles they will 
make. 
It is hinted that the N orthern 
Pacific people interested have joined 
or are joining forces with such a 
com bination on account of know­ 
ledge of some particular purposes the 
company have, among which are the 
im mediate building of great exten­ 
sions of the company’s shops here, 
and probable innovations of startling 
features and extent; that for these is 
especially required, at a very near

A BARONIAL HOUSEHOLD. 


Thu 
of llo u -e k u e p h i^ I’r e ia iliu i 
in the S ix te e n th Century. 
We have an account, written in 1811, 
of the household of Henry Percy, Earl 
of Northumberland, in his Yorkshire 
castles of Wressel and Leekenfield. The 
number of attendants who lived perma­ 
nently in the house was 166, besides 
those who 
were 
employed outside 
Amongst them were otliuials of eveiy 
sort, including eleven chaplains, and a 
complete choir to sing the service daily. 
The daily occupations of each were 
minutely regulated, and the system of 
accounts was carefully prescribed. The 
various articles of provision for this vast 
household were estimated for the ycai 
to amount to 2,1 IG quarters of wheat, 
124 bullocks, 677 sheep, ten tons ol 
Gascon wine, and so on in proportion. 
The meat was generally eaten salted, 
and needed 160 gallons of mustard to 
make it 
palatable. 
Of 
course the 
number of the household does not in­ 
clude guests. 
Every day something 
like three hundred must have been feo 
at the castle. At six o’clock all attended 
service in the chapel, after which they 
breakfasted off beef and aie. 
At ten 
o’clock came <! nncr, at four supper and 
at nine »'c ock all retired to rest. 
The 
household of a great nol le gave a train­ 
ing in business habits, in which our 
forefathers were as proficient as men of 
the present day. 
Iu fact, their ordi­ 
nary occupations were so few that the; 
gave great attention to the regulation 
of the minor matters of daily life. 
The Karl of Northumberland, how 
ever, was one amongst a few in the 
I greatucss of his establishment and in 
' bis magnificence. 
Even he had few

when he moved from one of his castles

opm ent of power. 
His success m this re­ 
spect is jouphly nifhsured by the fact that 
the Charleston, just launched in Han Fran­ 
cisco. has doub.e the engine pow er of the 
Loach ships of the sam e cla-is, with a pro- 
I ortiouate increase of speed. 
The engineer­ 
ing bureau won its laurels under Whitney. 
rih e ordnance service pained less distinction. 
It begius to be adm itted t'oat a m istake 
w as m ade in loadinp dow n the new ships of 
the cruiser type with such a w eight of 
m etal.

English 
governm ent,

which w e have copied rather too m uch, dis­ 
covered the sam e error in som e of its latest 
constructions. 
A six-inch-built up

w eighs over four tons, and every tw o incaes 
added to the bore more than doubles the 
weight.

fatally shot in their presence by her worlh- 
less husband, w ho then kiiled himself. Allen 
had been supported by the earuiDgs of his 
w ife as a school teacher until som e tim e ago. 
w hen she h ft him on account of his dissi­ 
pated habits and frequent abuse and vio­ 
lence. 
He has aunoyed and threatened her 
several lim es since she refused to Lave any­ 
thing more to do w ith him, and she had been 
warned very recently to beware of him. To­ 
day Ailen hired a cab on Pennsylvania ave­ 
nue, and after stopping at a saloon told 
the driver be wanted to go to the Jefferson 
school buildings. 
Arr.ving there he bade 
the driver w ait for him and im m ediately 
w ent to the room where his w ife taught, and, 
taking out his revolver m the cloak room, 
advanced tow ards his w ife’s desk. 
The chil­ 
dren w ere the first to see him, aud when they 
show ed how' stariled they were at hi* ap­ 
pearance, he called on them not to make 
any noise or he w ould shoot. 
Mrs. Allen 
attention had m eanwhile been attracted and 
she started to m ove, but her husband by this 
tim e was upon her, and saying, “Now I've 
got you where I w ant you,” then tired at 
close range, the ball taking effect near the 
r.ght ear and passing through the hea l 
He 
then turned the pistol on him self and in­ 
flicted a fatal wound, the bullet entering the 
right tem ple and passing through the brain. 
A TERRIBLE SCENE. 
The murdered wife and the suicide fed to­ 
gether on the school room floor, his arm 
about her neck aud the revolver lying on her 
cheek. 
The startled, terror-stricken chil­ 
dren alm ost created a panic, but som e of the 
m ore collected of them inn for other teach­ 
ers, who succeeded in restoring order. Police 
and physicians were suuim oaed, w ho did 
everything possible to m ake Mrs. Alien’s last 
m om ent* free from pain

Her husband expired a few

aga iu took up the occupation of railroad build­ 
ing. For three years ending May, 1874. he was 
vice president and general manager of the To­ 
ledo, Wabash A Western Railroad company, and 
in 1878-9 was general manager of the Paducah A 
Elizabeth road. lie was also at different tining 
general superintendent of the Kansas Pacific 
and president of the Lafayette A Bloomington 
company. 
He enterered the service of the 
Northern Pacific as chief engineer in ISSC and 
held that position up to a recent date. He was 
in fact the engineer who practically began and 
carried to completion the great Northern trans­ 
continental line. H© retired from the directory 
of the road about the time that Henry Viliard 
reappeared in the scene of action. Gen. Ander­ 
son was without doubt one of the most eminent 
engineers and one of the moat prominent rail­ 
road men in the U nited Bt ates.
